Mrs. Lillian Davis, a little Negro woman with a big love for hu- 
manity, leaned against the screen door of apartment 209 in the now

The Mecca is a sturdy old building located some three miles south 
of the Loop. It was built in 1893 and is owned by the Illinois Insti- 
tute of Technology. Behind the Mecca, that is to the west. are the 
tennis courts, the green lawns and the red brick buildings of the 
Institute. At the front of the building are the nerve-grinding street

There are 175 apartments ia the block-square building. They 
house about 1,500 Negroes.’ Some apartments have two or three 
families,” said one tenant. That's because there's no place else for 
us to live.” 

Several months ago, Illinois Tech decided to tear down the build- 
ing to expand the school campus. It declared that the building was 
en “eye-sore,” a “firetrap” and “substandard.” 

The tenants were panic-stricken. It looked like another case of 
having to move with no place to move into. “We just couldn't find 
any other apartments,” said Mrs. Davis. 

There was a reason for this. A wall of restrictive covenants sur- 
rounds the over-crowded Negro community on the South Side. Land- 
lords enter agreements not to rent housing to Negroes. On one block 
Negroes may be desperate for homes. On the next will be “For Rent“ 
signs on doors barred against them. 

The Mecca could stand cleaning and repairs, but is not sub- 
standard compared to the housing in the Negro community. 

State Senator Christopher C. Wimbish, a progressive Negro 
Democrat, came to the aid of the tenants. He advised them not to 
comply with eviction notices. Simultaneously, he introduced in the 
State Senate a bill prohibiting the razing of any dwelling in an OPA 
Gefense rental area unless the mayor of the city “determines that 
other dwellings are available under cenditions suitably similar.” 

The bill passed both houses only to be vetoed by defeatist Gov- 
ernor Green, the candidate of the Chicago Tribune, John L. Lewis and 
similar anti-war forces in Illinois. Green said that State Attorney 

George F. Barrett had ruled the bill “unconstitutional,” Bar- 
rett, incidentally, is the official axe-man for the Green Administra- 
tion in its campaign against the anti-Hitler film, “Mission to Moscow.”

WASHINGTON, June 22 (UP).— 
Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox 
reported today that preparations 
for opening a European Front have 
been going forward “right along,” 
as he indicated that a full-scale 
naval and } offensive in the 
Pacific is ga momentum.

| IS a great American document which 
| the Supreme Court has produced in the 
_ Schneiderman case decision. 

The majority opinion is written in the 
best traditions of America and of true 
‘Americanism. It constitutes a defense of 
the United States. It is likewise a defense 
of the Constitution and its fine and original 


purpose, as set down and envisaged by the 
Founding Fathers. 

All patriotic citizens should welcome the 
decision,” as Earl Browder said in his state- 
ment on the court action, “for this is clearly 
no narrow concern of the Communists alone. 
It should be increasingly possible now to re- 
move all artificial issues which disturb na- 

tional unity around a mythical ‘menace’ 
which is used to curtail democratic rights 
and arouse unthinking fears which hamper 
the prosecution of the war. The Communist 
Party of the U. S. considers the decision a 
| ‘ietory for American democracy and na- 
12 tional unity.“ N 
America is indeed the gainer by this deci- 
gion, all patriotic America. For this decision 
" advances the unity of the nation, stating 
» ~ definitely that there are no first and second 
- class citizens. This majority opinion makes

eign birth, | 

The integrity of American citizenship has 
been upheld by the court in this decision. In 
the words of Justice Murphy, citizenship is 
“ precious right” which carries with it 
“priceless benefits.” It is a status which 
cannot be revoked or altered lightly. 

The peace and welfare of millions of for- 
eign-born citizens has hung in the balance 
in this case, as Justice Rutledge stressed in 
his concurring opinion. The court’s act has 

removed an ever-present threat from over 
their heads. It has said unequivocally that 
a uch citizenship cannot be interfered with, 
unless for reasons of a “clear and convincing 
b tg .” Affiliation with the Communist 
Party and adherence to the political views of 
the Communists, the court declared, do not 
dome within any such grounds as lead to any 
ae interference with these citizenship 
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How this clearing of the atmosphere on 
- ‘this matter will bring our people closer to-

Upon the preservation of such 
rights rests the ability of the labor move- 
ment to exercise its initiative in spurring on 
the full prosecution of the war. 


This clear-cut decision gives a stinging 
rebuff to the views which have called into 
being such witch-hunting committees as 
those of Dies and Kerr. The labor move- 
ment has every reason to follow up the 
court’s act by ridding its own ranks of all 
red-baiting and by an enlarged campaign 
for the dissolution of both the Dies and 
Kerr committees. The continuance of their 
activities is as much a disservice to the na- 
tion as would have been the denaturaliza- 
tion of William Schneiderman.

We are now half way through the June dues con- 
trol. Last time we stated in this column that the 
dues situation was serious—namely, 75 per cent paid 
for the first quarter of this year. The dues standing 
for April and May shows a continuation of this serious 
situation. While California, the Northwest, Nebraska- 
Iowa, Louisiana and Florida show 90 per cent or 
better for April and May, the eastern districts show 
a standing of 65-70 per cent; the midwest districts 
from 55-70 per cent; the remainder of the south from 
40-60 per cent, and, those districts that do not come 
within the above regions, from 70-75 per cent. While 


a few of the May dues reports are still missing, the 
average for the Party as a whole will be about 73 per 
cent for April and May. 
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
